Unsneaky sneakers 
New shoes have nothing to hide 


NOW YOU CAN BE RESPONSIBLE RIGHT DOWN TO YOUR TOES. 

Two new brands of socially and eco-friendly shoes have hit store shelves in 
Edmonton. The owner of Earth's General Store says he brought the sneakers in 
about a month ago, and the response has been positive. 

“We've been looking for a brand of shoes for quite a number of years,” says 
Michael Kalmanovitch. “It’s nice to see a couple of companies who are merging the 
two aspects of environmental and social stewardship.” 

No Sweat offers high-top and low-top sneakers in red, black and pink. The 
shoes are made in a unionized shop in Jakarta, Indonesia and contain no animal 
products. 

Adbusters is behind the Blackspot shoe, dubbing it the “first global anti-brand.” 
The shoe features organic, vegetarian materials, a 100 per cent union factory, and a 
logo made to raise the ire of mainstream shoe giant, Nike. In fact, critics have 
accused Adbusters of stooping to compete in a brand war with the Nike conglom- 
erate. Some say the shoes are simply a ploy to cash in on the growing market of 
socially responsible consumers. But Kalmanovitch says the shoes represent more 
than just the lastest fashion trends. 

“We don't carry these products because they're cool or sexy,” he says. “We 
carry them because they're better than what's out there—they respect people's 
rights and they're environmentally responsible.” 

While not everyone thinks about the global implications of buying a pair of 
shoes, it’s a serious consideration for some consumers. Justine Klaver-Kibria says

Hips to be fair? 
NDP troubled by surgery wait time study 


THE LEADER OF THE PROVINCIAL NDP SAYS THE 
government's pilot project to reduce wait times for knee and hip 
surgery in Alberta is a veiled attempt to push private health care. 

Brian Mason says he’s concerned private health care companies will 
exploit the public system. 

“We think the system of managing wait times needs to be publicly 
administered. We don't think contracting it is in the public interest 
atall.” 

Health Minister Iris Evans announced the $20-million pilot project for 
the Capital, David Thompson, and Calgary Health Regions last week. 
Under the new model, a central triage-like centre will assess the urgency 
of each case. The centre will then assign the most appropriate surgeon 
with the shortest waiting list 

The surgery sites for Edmonton and Red Deer will be public hospi- 
tals, but the surgery site for Calgary is the Health Resource Centre—a 
private, for-profit facility. Mason says that choice is troubling. 

“The question is, if the same people are managing wait times that also 
operate facilities—and I think that’s the case—are they going to shuffle

“What we do comes from two different 
angles,” says frontman/songwriter Adam 
Sewell. For one, we take the attitude, the 
vibe and intensity of that first wave of hard- 
core with bands like Black Flag and Social 
Distortion. And we mix that with some big 
kicking rock riffs. 
“| was out of the house by the time | was 
16 years old,” he adds. “I've grown up on 
Yonge street around very violent people 
and fucked up situations. | kinda feel like I've 
lived several lifetimes, to be honest with 
you, and | can’t really relate to what pop- 
punk bands sing about. | gravitate towards 
the hard-knocks lyrics a little bit more. 
What I’ve tried to do is turn those stories 
into metaphors that you can relate to in a 
lot of situations.” Damn 13's first full-length 
album, Black Heart Northern Soul, encom- 
passes Sewell’s life stories and musical influ- 
ences into a tornado of bombastic rock riffs 
and grisly themes. Songs like “Goodbye Mis- 
ery” and “Rocket Fuel” are imbued with the 
spirit of old-school punk rock, heavy blues 
and country/western attitude that can only 
come from true experience on the fringe of 
society. At the same time, the album is a 
celebration, its title a tongue-in-cheek refer- 
ence that has a special meaning for Sewell 
and the band. “I grew up on Trojan Records 
and a lot of northern soul,” he explains, 
pointing at the late-fifties/early-sixties 
Motown-style underground trend that 
swept Northern England and wasn't really 
discovered until the '80s. “So the reference 
is very much to the northern soul scene. In 
a lot of ways, it’s a lot like the Canadian 
scene | grew up with. We wanted to make a 
point that we're a Canadian band and we'll 
come out fighting, hence the ‘black heart’ 
part.

bards shoulder the brunt of the song 
writing, Zach is quick to point out — 
that all the band members contribute 
to the finished songs.

The band has had the chance to 
spend plenty of time in the studio in 
the last year.

Sonny Rhodes plays the Blues on 
Whyte, Eddie Taylor Jr. makes his 
Canadian debut at the Yardbird and 
blues fans can take in an intimate 
show featuring Colin Linden, 
Anders Osborne and David Gogo. 

David Gogo is a young man 
whose career is definitely heating 
up. He has two bands, one in 
Ottawa, and the other at home on 
Vancouver Island. His eighth 
recording, “Vibe”, has two singles 
charting on rock radio; he won the 

2005 Maple Blues Award as Cana- 
da’s best blues guitarist and was 
nominated for a Juno in the blues 
category. Friday night (April 15) at 
the Arden, he'll be sharing the stage 
with Colin Linden and Anders 
Osborne. Each performer will show- 
case their own material in an 
acoustic setting, before joining forces 
grand finale. 
inden is “the man” in Canadian 
roots recording. He’s played on over 
175 albums, produced three dozen 
albums, tours as a soloist, a band- 
leader and is member of Blackie and 
the Rodeo Kings. For his part, 
Swedish-born Osborne, (now a resi- 
dent of New Orleans) combines 
Crescent City funk, blues and rock in 
his repertoire. 

‘Lalways wanted to be a guitar 
player”, asserts Gogo. There's no 
shortage of kids who want to be rock 
stars, but it was very unusual fora 
teenager to be into blues in the early 
‘80s. “At the time I was really getting 
into it, it was all synth bands”, 
explains Gogo, “But Stevie Ray 
Vaughan made it legit fora young 
guy to play the blues.” 


THE BUSINESS OF BLUES 

Vaughan was not, however, 
Gogo’s primary influence in the 
blues. 

“It had to be Albert Collins. I had 
the chance to open for him, work 
with him and maybe most impor- 
tantly, just hang around with him 
and learn what it took to be in the 
business. Albert was an incredibly 
ete es man when it came to shar- 
ing his music, he was super cool, but 
he also booked the gigs, ide the 
van and even fixed it when it broke 
down. He was huge for me.” Gogo 
also cites Son House's “Death Letter 
Blues”, which he heard at age 17, as

IMAGINE HAVING A DINNER PARTY 
with all the major players in the porn indus- 
try from the last 50 years—the stars, the 
creators, the fans, the mob figures, the 
undercover agents, and a few of their kids, 
girlfriends, and spouses—and you begin to 
get a sense of The Other Hollywood: The 
Uncensored Oral History of the Porn Industry. 

What's refreshing about Legs McNeil 
(author of Please Kill Me: The Oral History of 
Punk) and Jennifer Osborne's chronicle of 
the American pornographic film industry is 
that they don’t invite any academics to the 
dinner table. You know what a drag they can 
be: analyzing everything you say, making 
everyone too self-conscious to simply speak 
their mind 

Even McNeil and Osborne stay out of it, 
preferring to let their guests duke it.out 
among themselves at the proverbial dinner 
table. The result is a far cry from the reams 
of sometimes embarrassingly over-intellectu- 
alized espousing about people getting paid to 
have sex on camera. 

This doesn't mean The Other Hollywood 
stays away from revealing how the simple act 
of “getting paid to have sex on camera” has 
created a hotbed of social, political, and 
moral issues. 

But it’s just much more entertaining hear- 
ing about it from those who were actually 
there. 

One such character is carnival man 
turned “Exploitation” filmmaker Dave 
Friedman, who saw porn emerge as an 
extension of the carnie biz, with its “Girlie 
shows, freak shows, gambling games, rides, 
ballyhoo, hullabaloo. 

“With carnivals restricted to one loca- 
tion, where you run the risk of getting rained 
out, some guys figured: 'Hey, we'll put this 
crap on film’,” says Friedman. 

Without the bevy of “talent” clamouring 


“to get into the biz today, finding naked peo- 


ple to put on film was initially a problem, 
which is how filmmaker and, fittingly, King of 
Camp John Waters found himself watching 
nudist camp movies—as in, movies of people 
in nudist camps—at the Rex Theater while 
growing up in Baltimore in the ‘50s.

Watching naked volleyball or a nude girl 
on a pogo stick was “ludicrously unsexual,” 
admits Waters, and it wasn’t nearly as dis- 
turbing as watching Mom and Dad, a film 
depicting childbirth that exploitation filmmak- 
er Kroger Babb toured to bingo halls and 
firehouses and went on to screen worldwide 
for 10 years. 

“| guess men liked looking at the vaginas, 
and ignored the baby,” says Waters, “which 
is really scary—birth as an erotic act.” 

The Other Hollywood is full of hilarious and 
often poignant commentary from porn's 
major (and minor) characters, hangers-on, 
and objectors, all uncensored and uncut 
(though at 600+ pages, a few could have 
been trimmed).
